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THE PUBLIC SERVICE PENSION ACT 


At the 1964 session of the Legislature the following major 
amendments were enacted: 


1. Effective April 1, 1964, - 


(a) The Temporary Provincial Employees Retirement Act was 
repealed, and its provisions were incorporated in The 
Public Service Pension Act as Part III of the latter 
Act. 


(b) The Public Service Pension Act was divided into the 
following three parts: 


Pe tee Public Service Pensions 

Parte Pensions for Members of the Legislative 
Assembly and Members of the Executive 
Council 

Paria lo Short Service Retirement Benefits 


2. Effective April 1, 1964, the age limit for participation 
under Part I of The Public Service Pension Act was raised 
from fifty to fifty-five years. 


3. Married female employees are permitted to participate under 
Part I of The Public Service Pension Act on a voluntary basis. 


RECIPROCAL TRANSFER AGREEMENTS 


The reciprocal agreement with the Board of Administrators 
of the Teachers! Retirement Fund was revised. It now permits any 
employee, rather than only employees in the Department of Educa- 
tion, transferring from government service to teaching service 
within the approved time to transfer his contributions and service 
to the Teachers! Retirement Fund. 


A reciprocal transfer agreement was completed with the 
Local Authorities Pension Plan.
